ay at home) his Lordthip ordered the Petition againft the fraudulent 
Eleétion ot Will Hemmingto-be tead to them, and required themto put 
h their Anfwer, and Lodge the Charter and Books of By-Laws 
in Mr. Peppards Office Four Days after, and that in the Inrerim of -this. 
ifpute, they fhou’d not Collect or Embezzie any of the Corporation 
Money, which Orders they promis’d to Obey, but asfoon as they got 
out of the Lord Mayors ptelence, they began tocntertain other Thoughts, 
for in a threatning and daring manner they went about to Colle& Money, 
due to the Corporation, and in the An{wer tothe Petition againft the Eleatis 
on of Hemming (Forto the Second Petition againit Wright's illegal practi- 
ces no Anfwer was ever putin) they refafe to bring in. the Charter, and, 
Books, aliedging, they could not be fafe in the Office; The) place where ail 
the Records of the City and many Records of the Kingdom.are with great 
fafety Repofited. The faid Anfwer was ftuff’d with Scandal, Calumays, 
and maniteft Falfhoods, evading the MattersComplained of: . Lo which 
Anfwer the Petitioners gave ina Reply, and again pray’d. my Lord Mayor ~ 
to give the neceflary Orders to bring thele matters ta Idue;. his Lord- 
fhip, thereupon appointed Monday the 19th. of Fanwary-at.4.a Clockin the ~ 
‘Afternoon tor a Hearing; on which Day there appear’d. of the petiti- - 
‘oners about Forty or more, allready tomake good the charge they had ex. — 
hibited both againit Fohx Wright, and againk Foln Oumlif'and Liam Lille, 
and their party, but ofthe perlons Petition’d againft, notone appeared ex. 
cepting William Lifle, who when he was call’d apen by my Lord Mayor, 
and asld, Where werethe Reft of his Friewds, he it {eems had‘ not his anfwer 
in exad order, for he Stumbi’d, and was in great uncettainty what to fay in 
exctife, fometimes alledging they were afraid of being inlulted by the other 
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i 2 Ee, that he Apprehended, that none WELE QUtiLinVie Ww weaves ~ 

‘tho’ the orders of my Lord Mayor when produc’d and read were, that all 
} Perfons foould have Nitice ; then being as’d for the Charter and Books he 


‘come at them, which upon a crofs Interrogation appear’d an untruth, for he 
Pconfefs’d, that he and John Conlift had the Keys of the Cheft-where the Chater 
Y and Books were lodg’d in their Cuftody, befides they had in their Anfwer, Pro 
“mised to bring them with them on the day of Hearing. . 
| © “Upon this Difrefpedtful behaviour to my Lord:Mayor, and the Board of 
| ‘Aldermen, his Lordthip thought itneceflary to give Orders to the faid Lfle 
and Cozliff to call the whole Corporation together and put the Queltion, 
Whether they wou d or woud not bring in their Books and Charter, and fubmit to 
the Determination of that Board, but this was an Affair and a Qucltion 
of too much Delicacy to be put, when: the. Petitioners were Allarm’d, and 
_ might carry their Point, for fubmicting to the Determination of my Lord 
Mayor and the Board, therefore to put the greater flight upon his Lord- 
fhip and the Board, they réfus’d to call the Corporation together, and ne- 
_gleéted to fend any Anfwer Written or Unwritten to my Lord Mayor ; this 
the Party imagined was a piece of fingular good Management, but certain- 
ly the World will beof Opinion, that Lb was the mult unparalell’d Piece of Info- 
dence and Contempt, that was ever offer'd to the Chief Magiftrate of this, or any 
_ City in the Kings Dominions. 
After what hath been faid befexe of Wright and his Party, introducing a 
pretended By-Law to Model the Corporation, in Order to obtain a Majority 
of their own Stanch Friends, of Thompfons doing a Compleat piece of Service 
~ to the Corporation in Removing their Clerk, becaufe he was too honeft, and 
Swearing one inwhom they could confide tho’ he had no Right thereto ; 
of the Wardens Couliff and Lifle Acting. their good part upon the Death af 
Richard T hompfon,and of the nnwillingnefs and fears of the whole Party, when 
Petition’d againft to fubmit to have theit wife unblamable Conduét inquir’d 
into by my Lord Mayor and Board of Aldermen, it fhon’d be matter of AL 
tonifhment to every thinking Perfon to hearotan Anfwer from Foha Wright 
to the Cale of the Petitioners; an Anfwer Retaining abundance of Scurrilit 
“and Scandal, both in the Title and feveral Paragraphs thereof ; but that’s a 
Talent no Man ought to envy or imitate him in. C 


In order therefore to undeceive the meaneft’ Capacity, and prevent their 


being led into the beliefof thole grofs Abfurditys and Falfhoods} which the 


faid Wright hath Amafs’d together in his Anfwer, it will be Needful here — 
again to fay, that every Article laid down in the Cafe, is Kiterally true, and — 
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Nmade Anfwer, That they were in the Cuftody of the Mafter, and he cou'd not 


wer eerewrreny pug Rem trent VELLE!

I fail now proceed to take due. Netice of that modeff Ainfwer, and be 
_ therein tempted to inform: the World of {ome Matters,.which have hithertg 
remained in Obfeurity,and might fo have continu’d, had not thé faid Wright ‘ 
made it Neceflary, by throwing Dirt fo thick. in his Anfwer without the 
leaft ground. for fo doing. ; 7 

In the Anfwer Wright owns, that he made an order to Difplace Six of thé 
Council of the Corporation, and Fine them feverally.71. 195. 6d. that he 
likewife Fin’d nine other Brethren 205. each, that he alfo did Disfranchife 
feyen other from being Free Brothers of that Corporation for ever. 

To glofs and. cover which Fads trom Appearing in a. True light, he fays 
in his Anfwer, That by advice of moft of the Council of the Corporation he made an 
Order to Sufpend feveral Brethren for breach of their Oaths, by daily making Difcards, 
Futtions, Quarvels, awd Animofiteis amongft the Brethren, by their Coutriving, | 
aud Signing and publifhing a Falfe and gronudlefs Petiticn, diveéted to the Right 
Hooneurable the Lord Mayor aud board of Aldermen, charging the Mafter, Wardens 
and Brethren,with feveral Illegal and undue Proceedings in Election of Mafter and 
PYVardens, and in Returning fi Perfons to Serve inthe Common Council; which {aid — 
Petition (Wight fays) was upon a full hearing before his Lordfhip and the 
Board found groundiefss. and the Return of Common Council-men good and 
{ufficient, the Corporation was thereupon to make a Defence againft the 
Petition, put to the exfpence of 7/1. tos. 6d. and therefore it was thought 
Advifeable to charge thofe Six Brethren, Council of the Corporation, with 
the faid Sum and not fo mach each as the Cafe Setts forth. 

That the Fining the Nine Brethten 20s, each was done in Conformity 
to an Ancient By-Law for abufing the Mafter and Wardens. 

That the Gentlemen faid to be Disfranchis’d were only fofpended, and — 
Ordered not to be Summon’d,becaufe being Attorneys admitted on Courtefy, 
they had obfiruéted the proceedings of the Corporation by Mifconftruing 
and Interpreting the Charter, according to their own Fancies. 

In Order to put thefe Fa&ts in a true and proper Light, I mult go a little 
Back and inform the Reader that the firft Years Service of Fohn Wright as 
Mafter having much Difpleas’d'the Majority of the Brethren, he having ex- 
pended all the Surplus Revenue of the Corporation, without paying any part 
of the Debt due by the Corporation, tho’ he was not out of Pocket by Rid- 
| ing the Franchifes, the Brethren therefore determin’d to make Choice of 
 fome honeft Brother to fucceed him for the next Year, the faid Wright at the 
_ {ame time form’d a FaGtious Defign to get himfelf Re-elected Mafter for a 
Second Year, to effe& which, he tamper’d with feveral of the a bie 
aay | whereo 


“whereof he Clandeftinely introduced and {wore of theCouncil andito, 

he madeJarge Promifes to obtain their Votes:* And on the Day ofa 
tion infifted on an Abfolute’ Right of Nomination of 3 Candidates, w, 
out giving the Brethren Liberty to Objeé& againit any one oftthem, or; 
the Queftion to change the Three or one of the Three, a proceeding 
rectly contrary to the Rules ‘and Orders of the Charter ; in. this ill? 
manner he procur’d himfelf to be EleGed; and Swore himfelf Matfter. i 
Second Year. chin ; * 

Againit which undue Election of Fohn Wright, the Brethren who thoug 
their Rights and Priviledges invaded, prefer'd a Petition to the Right Ho 
ourable the Lord Mayor and Board of Aldermen, Praying, the Merirs 
the faid Eleétion might be Inquiv’d into, and Relief given to the Petitioners. By 
faid Wright fer the firft Pattern of Difrefpe& and Contempt of the Lo: 
Mayor and the Board of Aldermen, for he refus’d to fubmit to the. Inqui 
ry and Determination of his Lordfhip and the Board. 

The faid Wright having, without the confent of the Corporation, on th 
27th. day of November, 1717. prefum’d to return the Names of Eight of th 
Brethren of the Corporation, to the Lord Mayor, 4 of whom were to b 
Ele&ed and fworn of the enfuing Common Council, the Brethren of th 
Corporation juftly conceiving, That fuch a Return was contrary to the Direct 
ons of the New Rules, and Subverfive of the Ancient Rights and Privileges o 
the Corporation, Petition’d the Lord Mayor and Board of Aldermen for Re. 
lief therein: His Lordfhip thereupon Ordered the next Fiyday following fo: 
hearing and determining thereof, and fent Orders to the laid Wright, to gir 
the Petitioners Notice; but the faid Wright by the advice of his Party, kept 
the Notice from the Petitioners, and on the faid day of Hearing, the 
Petitioners being call’d upon, and not appeariing (through want of Notice} 
the Return was deem’d good by default, and not upon a full Hearing, as 
the faid Wright falfly in his Anfwer fets forth. 

‘That Brethren of a Corporation, Freemen of the City of Dublin, and 
Subjedis, fincerely well affe&ed to his Majelty King GEORGE, fhou’d 
‘meet with fuch Vile Treatment as they have Received from Foh2z Wright 
and his Partizans, for Petitioning againit the moft Outragious: Violation 
and Subverfion of their juft Rights and Privileges, is furprifing, nothing 
of the kind having before this been Attempted by any, even the moft dar- 
ing: But the good natur’d Mr. Wright was refolv’d to Diftinguith him{elf 
above all that were before him, and I will prefume to hope he will be a 
proper Warning to thofe that fhall be after him. . | 
The proper Defence made by the Brethren againft his Incroachments he

The faid Wright fays, the Nine Brethren were Fin’d 20S. each in Conformity 
an Ancient By-Law, for abufing the Mafter and Wardens, if by anold Law, . 
‘here was the neceffiry of making this new Law to punifh them, and the, 
ther Brethren? but it feems they cou’d not find that by any old Law, Pe- 
tioning was adjudg’d an abufe of the Mafter, or a. Crime of any fort, 
ad here by the way, I fhall take leave to fay, That thefe warm headed Sparks _ 
ok upon them to do a thing not Pratticable even by the Legiftature of the Nation, 
c. to make a Lawto Punifh ex polt faGo, and to make that a~Crime, not de~. 
lar’dto be fo before: 1 muft believe Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons 
f Heland, wilknot very well Relifh fuch Unwarrantable Practices in Petty 
lorporations.

- It is pleafant here to obierve, that while they are thus Disfranchifir 
and defiroying the properties of thofe Seven Gentlemen admitted on Coat 
tefy, they retain Eight or Nine others admitted the fame way, but the 
laftare their Stanch Friends, their Neceflary Viters, therfore they mutt be 
retained. Bie 
Learning and Loyalty Wright fays, in his Anfwer, ave the two Vuluable 
Fewels, the.Corporation Admire aud affect, it fo, why then is it that thofe 
very Gentlemen whofe, Loyalty, to his prefent Majeity King GEORGE, 
whofe love and Zeal for the City in the late dangerous times were fo 
remarkable, whofe Learning and Capacity furpafs thefe their Enemys, 
fhou’d. be thus fing!’d out for a Sacrifice, But they had, and (it was to be 
tear’d, wou’d again, and again ) oppofe the Arbitrary Unwarrantable At- 
tempts made by Wright and.his Accomplices, to Ruin the Corporation, 
that is, by illegal.
